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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to the now claimed hydrogei, it is argued that 
a hydrogei is formed upon exposure to bodily fluids (see column 9 lines 35-36). Applicants argue that the coupling agent is used for 
branching rather than crosslinking. However, applicants disclose trimethylol propane (page 9 last line) for crosslinking, the same 
compound disclosed as a coupling compound in Bezwada et al '687 (see column 4 line 61). Applicants argue that they claim non-PEG 
polymers are not present. However, applicants remain silent silent regarding the the polymers disclosed in Bezwada et al '687 cited in the 
second paragraph of the final rejection, which are the same as those claimed. Applicants argue the Bezwada et al '687 polymers are 
hydrophobic. However, the cited polymers are the same as those claimed, therefore, they must be hydrophilic as well as hydrolyzable. In 
fact, the reference teaches the latter property (see column 9 lines 35-37).. 
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
